Claim 1 , Line 4: Delete "is selected to". 
Claim 1, Line 5: Replace "reduce" with --reduces-. 
Claims 76-78 were canceled. 

Claim 82, Line 3: Insert "low-scattering" between "substantially" and "non- 
particulate". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
is interpreting the claims in light of the Specification description of Oxyglobin being the 
blood substitute that enables the invention (Page 18, Line 30-33 & Page 24, Line 30- 
34). Since the prior art has does not disclose Oxyglobin or the optical properties of 
Oxyglobin, the Examiner deems the claims allowable.
